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SUGGESTS INTERNATIONAL 


BODY TO PREVENT WARS 


Gives Outline of Constitu- 
tion Which Would Pre- 
serve Monroe Doctrine.-

Washington, Mar. 1. — Senator Knox 


of Pennsylvania, former sewetaiy of 
elate, speaking today in the senate, 
ussailed the Leeague of Nations as 
bttiluMK down American constitutional 
principles and proposed a new world 
organization, he said, "would preset ve 
the Monroe doctrine and save Ameiica 
from the results of European intrigue 
and aggression." 
Senator Knox said the constitution 


of the league as presented to the peace 
conference "sanctions, breeds and com- 
mands war" and after criticizing var- 
ious clauses of the document, asked : 


"Why this feverish anxiety for the 


adoption of this plan f 
Why this rac- 


ing up and down the land by propagan- 
dists urging its adoption '' What bene- 
fit is to come from such a sale of the 
country as is urged upon us 'I 
Who 


are the beneficiaries of this betrayal 
of our people '!" 
The Pennsylvania senator said that 


If the people of the United States de- 
sired what he termed a real league of 
nations to prevent war- and "not mere- 
ly build a coalition to further trade or 
preserve and expand territori.il pos- 
sessions," it might be secured through. 
the formation of an international or- 
ganization comprising all the nations 
of the world. 
Senator Knox said the constitution 


of 
such 
an 
international 
coalition 


should primarily declare war an inter- 
national crime and stipulate that any 
nation engaging in it except in self 
defense be punished bv the world as 
an international criminal. He also sug- 
gested that the constitution provide 
that international disputes be decided 
by an international court according to 
an 
intei national code 
defining war; 
that no nation could summon another 
before the court unless the subject un- 
der discussion was of common concern 
to the contending nations and that 
jurisdiction of the court not extend to 
matters of governmental policy. Among 
other suggestions for the constitution. 
Senator "ICnox r said it should provide 
that the countiies of the two hemis- 
pheres be called upon to enforce de- 
crees of th£ international 
court only 


in their respective hemispheres 
"A league framed on these broad 


lines," he continued, "would carry with 
it a minimum loss of our sovereigntj : 
would relieve us from participation in 
the broils of Europe; \\ould preserve 
the Monroe doctrine, and would save 
America from the results of Euiope 
intrigue and aggression." 
The 
senator 
warned 
especially 
against leaving the central powers out 
of the league saying the inevitable re- 
sult would be "to drive them more 
closely together for mutual self-pro 
tection, thus making the formation of 
«i second league of nations bidding for 
adherence from neutral states almost 
a certainty." 
"Thus at no distant date." he con- 


tinued. 
"we should 
have two great 
leagues of nations and two great cam;; 
each preparing for a ne\\ and greater 
life and death struggle " 
Senator Knox took up the six opera- 
tive bodies of the league and criticized 
them one by one 
As to the body of delegates Senator 
Knox's chief criticism was that the 
constitution contained no provisions for 
their appointment, removal, compensa 
lion or tenure. 


Senator Knox objected to the forma- 


tion of the executive council because 
it would be composed of only nine of 
half a hundred states and practically 
would he given the power to decUue 
war. make its own laws, sit a<* a court 
and pass judgment and then determine 
the means of enforcing its judgments. 


"A body clothed with |x>wers such 


as Riven to this council ii aiichron 
Ism." said Senator Knox. 
"It belongs 


to the days of the Medes and the Per 
elans. 
A" union more abhorrent to our 


traditions, free institutions and the 
trend of all civilized government could 
not be devised. "

Camp In France Without 


Most Ordinary Conven- 
iences, Returned Soldier 
Declares. 


Robert Swartz, oil-driller of this city, 


returned this morning from Camp Dix, 
N. J., where he had been discharged 
'rom the army, after having arrived 
"rom overseas February 19. He came 
over with 1200 non-commissioned of- 
Icers and privates and 300 officers 011 
he old White Star liner, Canopic, the 
rip taking 11 days, sailing from Brest, 
France. 
Swartz was in the 39th, or 
Sunset, division, and sailed for overseas 
ast July. He is stout and rugged and 
;as gained about 25 pounds and greatly 
enjoyed his army experiences, but never 
met a man from Licking county during 
his entire stay abroad. 


Swartz states that the sanitary condi- 
ions at Brest are not of the best and 
the stories of the camp are not over- 
drawn. Attempts have been made to 
mprove them but for some reason not 
cnown to the privates or petty officers 
lave met with failure. 
The camp is 


ocated several miles from the city and 
jermission could not even be secured 
.o run sewage pipes from the camp. 
The weather during January, February 
and March is similar to the weather
